Account of the Prevalence of 


the Influenza 


3ENT TO THE DEPARTMENT OF STATE 


Interesting Communication from George 


Wurtu, Charge d'Affalrs at the United 
States Legation at St. Petersburg—News 
ofSHcott, the Absconding Cashier of 
Ex-Sergeaat-at-Arms I*eedom—Items of 
Interest from the National Capital. 
WASHINGTON CITY, Dec. 24.—George W. 


Wurts, charge d'affairs at the United States 
legation at St. Petersburg, has bent to the 
state department an account of the preval- 
ence of "la grippe" in Russia, vritli some in- 
teresting comments of his pwn. He states 
that about the middle of November public 
attention was called to the large number of 
persons falling ill with much the .same symp- 
toms—fever, severe pains in the head, back 
and limbs. "For Infk of a better name," he 
states, "the malady has Leca called 'influ- 
enza,' but it shows signs of a typhoid char- 
acter though not of a malignant nature; and 
up to the date of writing—Dec. 5—-no fatal 
case has been reported. The illness in most 
cases is very light and lasts but a few days; 
Seldom longer than two weeks. It leaves, 
however, all persons who have been touched 
by it, in great debility and depression of 
spirits; in fact, the after-effects are rather 
more unpleasant than the complaint itself. 


Almost Everybody Has It. 


"The cause of the epidemic has not been 


satisfactorily explained. Most persons as- 
cribe it to the abnormally warm weather of 
the past month; but that would not account 
for its appearance in Siberia, where it has 
burst out in several places; the weather 
•here having been as cold as usual at this 
season. JSow that winter seems to have 
tairly set in here, it is expected that the 
malady will disappear; but meanwhile nearly 
every one is affected. There is no exaggera- 
tion in putting down the number of the sick 
at fully two-thirds of the population of St. 
Petersburg. Certainly not a house has es- 
caped its visitation. The emperor was very 
ill with it for several days and scarcely a 
member of the imperial family has been free 
from it. More than 40,000 cases have been 
medically authenticated, but these present 
merely a small portion of the suiFerers." 


Mr. Wurts states that a medical authority 


has discovered that in the years 1782, 1788, 
17W), lS3y, IMS, and 1857, this same epidemic 
prevailed at St. Petersburg.

It is an open tec-rot 
that the firm secured a "pointer" from the 
Dominion government that the duty on 
flour would be increased at the pending: ses- 
sion from 60 cents to $1 per barrel. Strong 
pressure is being brought to bear to induce 
the government to increase the tariff. 


A Raise in the Price; 


As the tariff is at present, Minneapolis 


millers are all able to periodically flood east- 
ern Canadian markets, much to the chagrin 
ot Dominion millers. 
The Ogilvies have 


large mills in the northwest and will grind 
all the grain. Their deal cuts a lot of other 
milling companies out of wheat to keep their 
mills going, and, in consequence, wheat has 
bounced up to 80 cents and over in the 
country. The price paid by the Ogilvies was 
within a cent of what Duluth wheat at pres- 
ent prices could be laid down here for. There 
is not within 5,OOJ,000 bushels as much of a 
surplus as was expected in the province 
when the harvest was reaped.

The Destitute In Dahota.

About three miles east of Gre^t ]*arrin£- 


ten, 3Ia<-s., on the ro.id to New Marlboro, is 
Three Mile hill. The road runs up ;i moun- 
tain, wbifh ib a part of the Monuni"nt moun- 
tain, which has bet'n immortalized iu the 
poetry oL William Cullen Bryant, who when 
a joun^ nun hnd liis hiw ofliep in Clreat Bar 
rinpjton. The road up the hill was about a 
quarter of a mile in length, and on each side 
•were hu^c rocks and raviues, makaig it look 
like the primeval forest. At the loot of the 
hill where the road ended, and uhere there is 
a small iimr.-hy meadow, i^ a =-pot where, 
eince the JH.M- lkl!l, if The state-men r-, of pious 
and tru--tnorthy jx-oplo are to be believed, 
some- foul crime ^as conmiitted ^ Inch lias 
not yet '• mt" to light, and may not until all 
men come to be judged by a higher power for 
tho deeds done in the body. 


Mr. Jo^'ph Laird was an old revolution- 


ary soldier who lived in Muddy Brook, about 
tw» miles east of this spot. lie \\ as a farmer, 
and 
ni^hT about tho year IhL'.j lie had to 


goon horseback to Hanington niter a doctor 
for his vriic, who had beeu taken ill m the 
Bight. 


It \vri9 just after midnight in the fall of the 


year, uiid os he came down the hill near the 
spot ho lmpi>ened to look down beside the 
road, and there stood a brass candlestick with 
ft lighted candle, apparently half burned. 
At this time lie had never heard of anything 
out of the usual order connected with the 
spot. His horse was frightened and would 
not stand still, although it was one of tho 
most reliable and steady going steeds iu the 
aeighborhood. 


• The thought struck him that somebody was 
searching for something and had left the can- 
dle there.

GRASS DANCE. 


One of the Few Surviving: Dances of t,bo 


Is'ort!i American Indian. 


Every race, civilized and savage, must have 


its play. 
tTThen David danced before the ark 


it was in the performance of a religious rather 
than a social ceremony, and this is true of 
many of tho dances of the ancient races, and 
essentially true in the main of the dancing of 
Indian tribes. Many of these dances partak- 
ing of the nature of tho savage race were 
barbarousand cruel. Many innocent dances, 
however, are still enjoyed. The majority of 
these are plainly religious ceremonies, and 
with o race so filled with mysticism and rever- 
ence for the supernatural as the Indians to 
mere pastimes, even fetishism bears a rela- 
tion. 


Today your correspondent witnessed at 


tho Crow agency a hop or #ra^s dance, tho 
most picturesque und wildest scene that could 
be painted or imagined. The savnj^u finds 
nothing useful or aesthetic iu the habiliments 
of civilization, and even blankets and le^ghis 
more to his fancy are discarded in the two 
most important occupations of life—war and 
dance. The only garment his sen&e of mod- 
esty or comfort requires is the clout, yet it 
must be said his aesthetic sense is inhtiuctivo- 
ly higher or more cultivated than that of his 
white brother. 
The painted and beaded and 


feathered savage ib a far more picturesque 
and pleasing sight than the dmlo and his 
adornments, and his adornment is less incon- 
gruous to the artistic eye than the civilized 
gentleman's evening dres^, and, I might add, 
not much more uithour the bounds of modest 
delicacy than the evening dress of the civil- 
ized lady. 
' 


As among all amiient nations, the seres inin-! 


gle in very f ew of the dunces. There are squaw I 
dances and buck dances, but promiscuous 
dancing seems undiscovered or under the ban. 
The grass dauco is a buck dance; the squaws 
arrange the arena and contribute tho jgrace 
and inspiration of their presence, but bear no 
part in the dance. 


The costume of the dance is striking. A 


crest of gaudy colored bristles surmounts his 
own reached aud braided loug jet black hair. 
At his waist is bound a feathered garment, 
which covers half the back and trails on the 
ground. As he dances, arms nud legs are en- 
circled by girdles of shining metal or rich 
hued furs, and horns and rosettes of many 
varieties of ornaments are disposed about his 
body, but the most important part of his 
makeup is the ornanipniation applied direct- 
ly to the skill. This, is painted Iroin face to 
feet in most fanciful and grotesque variety; 
one-half tho face will bo red or black, the 
other white, or perhaps on a solid ground 
will be imposed figure** of white, or green, or 
blue. The body may be painted white, or 
red, or green, or may combine all the colors 
the fancy suggests, 


''Oh, aren't those pretty silk tights?" was

defenders of slavery, said, in his place in the 
United States, that he would yet call the 
roll of his bondsmen et the foot of Bunker 
Hill monument. To-day his slaves are citi- 
zens and voters. [Cheers.] Withiu a few 
days a younger Georgian possessed of equal 
genius, but imbued with sentiments so lib- 
eral that the great senator would have hold 
him an eii"iuy to the stata was the guest of 
Boston. With powers of presentation and 
fervor of declamation worthy the best days 
and noblest uil'orts ot eloquence, he stood 
beneath the, shadow of Bunker Hill and ut- 
tered opinions justifying the .suppression of 
the ui'gni vote which were hostile to the 
views of evtry man in his audience. 


A TriiuiiiiJi of I'uritiiii Prinriiilcri. 


"And yet liny gave to his argument an 


eager und candid hearing, mid to his oratory 
unstinted and generous applause. It was 
the triumph ot Puritan principles and Puri- 
tan pluck. (.Cheers.] They knew, as we 
know, that no system of suffrage erui sur- 
vive the intimidation of tilts voter or falsifi- 
cation of the count. [Cheers.] The public

The- telegraph brings us this 
evening the announcement of the death of 
Henry W. Grody. We forget all differences 
of opinion und remember only his chivalry, 
patriotism and genius. Ho was the leader 
of the new south, and died m the great work 
of impressing its marvelous growth and na- 
tional inspirations upon the willing ears of 
the north. 


A National Calamity. 


"Upon this platform and before this audi- 


ence two years ago he commanded the at- 
tention of the country and won universal 
fame. [Applause.] His death in the meridian 
of his powers and the hopefulness of his mis- 
sion, at the critical period ol: t he removal 
forever of all misunderstandings and differ- 
ences between all sections of the republic is a 
national calamity.

Where Doe« It BiwT 


Where does the river St. Lawrence rise? 


How many readers of The Companion can 
answer this question in geography? Some 
will probably say in Lake Ontario; others in 
Lake Superior. Neither answer is quite cor- 
rect. 


Like the Amazon, this river has a different 


name for each part of its course. The lower 
part of the great South American river is 
called by the natives the Amazone*, the mid- 
dle part is the Solimoes, and tho upper the 
Marnnon. 


So the St. Lawrence, between Lake Erie 


and Lake Ontario, is called the Niagara, be- 
tween Lake Brie and Lake Huron the St. 
Clair and Detroit river, and between Lake 
Huron and Lake Superior the St. Mary's 
river. Yet are these all one and tho same 
river, the lakes being but so many expansions 
of its waters. 


Beyond Lake Superior, to tho northward, 


there is still another portion of its course, 
called the Nepigoo, a noblo stream of clear, 
azure-tinted water, nearly as large as tho 
Hudson in volume, which flows down from 
tho great Laku Ncpigou m tho heart of tho 
Canadian wilderness. 


Until recently Luke Xeplgou has been but 


little known. Ou <jur maps it is figured as a 
much smaller lake than it really is. Its act- 
ual dimensions are about seventy-three miles 
in length by fifty-one iu breadth. These fig- 
ures give but an inadequate idea of its size, 
Cor there aro five great bays varying from 
twenty to ten miles in length. Tho actual 
coast line of the lako is not much less than 
000 miles. 


Twelve rivers of considerable size, four of 


them rising far up on the "divide" toward 
James bay, (low into it, and its waters rival 
those of Lake George in purity and clearness. 
It literally swarms with whitefish and trout. 


The Nepigou river—the outlet of the lake 


—may bo fairly termed tho northerly and 
tipper course of tho St. Lawrence, not only 
from its size, exceeding greatly all other 
rivers flowing into Lake Superior, but from 
tho clearness and color of its water, and 
other general characteristics. 


Whereas the other smaller rivers of Lake 


Superior are "black water" rivers, that is to 
say, having turbid or stnined water, tho 
Nepigon is a clear and beautiful river of the 
same azure, sea green and marine blue water 
which one sees at Niagara and in the St. 
Lawrence.—Youth's Companion. 


l:*l>ort» n» Critics. 


I may even bo permitUxl to doubt whether 


experts, on the whole, muko good critics even 
on their own subjects. 
There are, of course, 


books which should be handed over to them, 
if they can be found willing to deal with 
them. These aro the works iu which tho 
technical element predominates; where, on 
tho other hand, the literary element is the 
more important, the expert is commonly out 
of place. Ho exaggerates tho importance of 
the part with which ho is well acquainted; 
he minimizes because very probably ho Is 
not qualified to estimate the value of the 
rest. It would bo hazardous, for instance, 
to hand over a historical tale to the judg- 
meiit of a historian whose vocation it is to bo 
acquainted with all tho details of tho period. 
Some error iu ono of these details would 
probably strike him. In view of thin ho 
would lose sight of any literary qualities that 
the book might have, interest of, story, grace 
of style, or force of characterization. 


I do not doubt that for various reasons we 


often do our work badly. It is not uncom- 
mon to find work badly done iu other regions 
of life. Ministers of religion preach Ijadly, 
lawyers make blunders in tho causes which 
are intrusted to them, doctors diagnose their 
patients' cases erroneously, even tho British 
workman, if one may judge from tho per- 
formances of tho plumbers, carpenters, and 
the liko with whom one comes in contact, is 
not always beyond reproach. It would be 
strange if critics were found infallible. I 
claim no such quality for them; only that 
they aro commonly honest, fairly competent 
and, under circumstances the difficulty of 
which the public can hardly judge, do their 
work as well on the average as those who 
follow other trades.—Alfred J. Church in the 
Nineteenth Century. 


Then the Band Flayed. 


One day not long ago some friend asked Dr. 


C. G. Davis why ho was obliged to wear 
glasses. "Well, I'll tell you," replied tho 
doctor.
